A  writer 
describes  a  practice  seen  in  Italy  of  dipping 
a  number  of  rats  in  turpentine,  setting  them 
on  fire,  and  rushing  down  a  flight  of  tjteps 
amid  the  shouts  of  the  degraded  populace 
of  Roma. 


The  Boy  Astronomer. 

The  first  trausitof  V  turns  ever  seen  by  a 
human  eye  was  predicted  by  u  boy,  and  was 
observed  by  that  bov  just  as  he  reached  the 
uge  of  manhood.  His  name  was  Jeremiah 
Horrox.  We  have  a  somewhat  wonderful 
story  to  tell  you  about  this  boy. 

He  lived  in  an  ohseure  village  near  Liv¬ 
erpool,  England.  He  was  a  lover  of  books 
of  science,  and  before  he  reached  the  age  of 
eighteen  he  had  mastered  the  astronomical 
knowledge  of  the  day.  He  stu  lied  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  Kepler,  and  he  made  the  discovery 
that  the  tables  of  Kepler  indicated  the  near 
approach  of  the  period  of  the  transit  of 
Venus  across  the  sun’s  center.  This  was  about 
the  year  16.35. 

Often  on  midsummer  nights  the  boy  Hor- 
'  rox  might  have  beep  seen  in  the  fields  watch¬ 
ing  the  planet  Venus.  The  desire  sprang  up 
within  him  to  see  the  transit  of  the  beauti¬ 
ful  planet  across  the  disc  of  the  sun,  for  it 
was  a  sight  that  uO  eye  bad  ever  seen,  and 
one  tlmt  would  tefnl  to  solve  some  of  the 
greatest  problem.^  ever  presented  to  the 
mind  of  an  astronomer.  So  the  boy  began 
to  examine  the  astronomical  tables  of  Kep¬ 
ler,  ami  by  th**ir  aid  endeavored  to  demons¬ 
trate  at  what  time  the  next  transit  would  oc- 
i  cur.  ne  found  an  error  m  the  tables,  and 
then  he  began,  the  first  of  all  astronomers,  to
